TESTIMONY FOR THE PROSE-

w.| Mr. Garrett entered upon the plan of 


campaign with great vigor and bebind 
amass of questions written out and 
evidently carefully prepared. The 
prosecution closed its case early in the 
a(ternoon, and only two witnesses for 
the defense had been on the stand 
when the adjournment until morning 
was taken. 

When court convened in the morn- 
ing spectators were excluded as usual, 
and J. W. Glendell, a painter, was ex- 
amined in regard to Capt. Garrett’s 
treatment of Maila, his daughter, at: 
their home on Wilson court, a year 
ago. The witness heard Garrett 
scolding his daughter for losing a saw, 
and the little girl Ella Garrett ran to 
him and told him that her tather was 
beating Maila.

Another letter was also introduced, 
of the same general character and 
very long. In it advice and reproaches 
were pretty evenly divided. He nar- 
rated the story of an Anna Lewis in 
New Orleans, who had gone to the 
bad, and advised his daughter to avoid 
the downward path. He reproached 
her with never having appreciated all 
that he had done for her, and that she 
had brought gray hairs to his head. 

During the reading ot the letters 
both the witness and the defendant ex- 
hibited much emotion. Another letter 
from the witness to Edgecomb, in 
which she speaks of revealing the 
“*horrid truth” to him and speaks of 
him with affection and contrition, was 
read and introduced as évidence. 

There was much wrangling by coun- 
sel over the production of other letters 
by the witness, and Mr. Williams 
finally got out a subpeena for all letters 
to be produced this morning. 

The witness was then asked to tell 
about her obtaining a corset, which 
had been called by Mr. Williams ob- 
taining property under false pretenses. 
She said that one day a lady came to 
the house with corsets. She had none 
and needed one. Her father would 
not get any, and she told the lady she 
had no money to pay, intending to sell 
some other things she had, however, 
and pay for them. The lady said she 
would come around the next week. 
She gave her the name of Mrs. Smith. 
She did * the corsets. The lady 
called, and she did not yet have the 
money. The lady went to Capt. Gar- 
rett’s office, who came over, and they 
found out she had given the wrong 
name.

They occupied one 
room for a month and passed as father 
and daughter.”’

HABEAS CORPUS 


INVOKED IN THE RECOVERY OF 
A TRUANT WIFE. 


The Unhappiness of the Presinger 
Family Likely to Be Aired in 
Court—-An Elderly Husband and 
a Gay Young Wife. ' 


A complaint for divorce was filed 
yesterday in the County Clerk’s office 
by Mrs. Mary Presinger against George 
Presinger, her husband. 

As near as can be learned from. de- 
velopments that have already come to 
the surface, a singular state of affairs 
exist between the principals in this 
suit. Mrs. Presinger claims in her 
complaint that her husband has ac- 
cused her of being unfaithful, and has 
not only treated her in a most brutal 
manner, but he has threatened to take 
her life, and for these reasons she asks 
for a decree of divorce, $250 alimony 
and $50 attorney’s fees. She further 
claims that he has not provided for her 
for some time past, and declares that 
she will not live with him longer. 

Shortly after Presinger was served 
with the summons and complaint by a 
Deputy Sheriff yesterday morning, he 
and his attorney appeared before Judge 
Wade and asked. for a writ of habeas 
corpus. The writ sets forth that the 
complainant’s wife, Mrs. Mary Pres- 
inger, is restrained of her liberty by 
one Isaac Thomas, who took her away 
from her husband by force and fraud, 
and is now keeping her concealed in 
some place unknown to petitioner, and 
for these reasons the prisoner prayed 
that she be brought into court. A 
si Sheriff was sent out, armed 

ith the proper documents, to bring 
Mrs. Presinger and all persons con- 
cerned in the case into court at 5 
o’clock, the time fixed by the Court for 
the hearing of this singular case. 

At the appointed time Mrs. Presin- 
ger, two lady friends, and several wit- 
nesses walked into the courtroom. 
Presinger and his attorney, and 
Thomas,the man who is accused by the 
mournful husband of having caused 
all the trouble, had already arrived. 
The two rivals sat and eyed each other 
in anything but a pleasant style, but 
neither made a move to spill blood, 
although the officers expected some 
kind of trouble as soon as the two men 
came togsther. 

As soon as Mrs. Presinger entered 
the room, her husband, who is tall, and 
light complexioned, and who looks as 
if 45 hard summers had _ whistled 
through his scant locks, got up and 
walked over to his wife and took a 
seat by her side. He began to talk to 
her in a most affectionate manner, and 
she coyly toyed with his watch charm. 
This performance was kept up some 
10 minutes when Judge Wade called 
Mrs. Presinger to the witness stand. 

Judge King, who appeared for the 
wife, asked her a few questions as to 
where she lived,and whether she was 
restrained of her liberty by any person 
or persons. She replied that she is 
living at the MoroCastle at the present 
time and that she was at liberty to 
come and go as she pleases. 

Mr. Presinger’s attorney asked her a 
few questions on cross-examination, as 
to why she left her husband’s home on 
Rosa street, but Judge King objected, 
and the objection was sustained. This 
ended the case, and the writ was 
dismissed, and all the parties inter- 
ested in the case walked out of court.

CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 
é history of this case has several 
points that are not only new from a 
legal standpoint, but there are several 
romantic turns that may prove of in- 
terest to the reader.

The couple were married in the East 
in August, 1887, and came to this city 
to spend their honeymoon. Presinger 
went to work for Isaac Thomas of the 
iron works, and he and his wife lived 
at the Thomas residence on Rosa 
street. Mrs. Presinger is quite a pretty 
brunette, and is very much younger 
than her husband, and as she is quite 
lively in her manner, she soon got upa 
flirtation with Thomas. The husband 
did not pay much attention to this 
little byplay for a while, but his 
jealousy was aroused after a while, 
and he made things very lively for his 
young wife.

wage Does Not Commingle 

With Sea Water. 

08 ANGELES, Aug.15.—[To the 
Editor of Ta Times.} First—I--wish 
to call public attention toa statement 
made inthe Tribune, August 9th, by 
our City Engineer, and show by fair 
criticism that the said statement, while 
in itself more or less true, cannot justly 
be applied to the question at issue. 

Mr. Eaton says: “It has been dem- 
onstrated that the foulest sewage can 
be rendered perfectly clear by simple 
aeration, and there can be no better 
azent to ‘perform this than the unceas- 
ing movement of the surf, which at 
every tumble envelops each atom of 
water with a fresh supply of air.” 

Now, it is not necessary for me to 
explain that the purest spring water 
contains from 12.to020 cubicinches of 
carbonic acid gas to the gallon. And 
that sea water contains from 1600 to 
1800 grains of salt to the gallon. 
Neither is it desirable to show how the 
clear spring water absorbs the gases 
or how the sea water becomes imbued 


with chloride of sodium, for 
it is well known by _ every 
school boy that our best drink- 


ing water does contain more or less 
of carbonic acid gaa; in fact, it is one 
of the elements of water. 1 merely 
suggest these facts as a basis of argu- 
ment, to prove the inconsistency of the 
Eaton statement, and its misapplica- 
tion to the question expressed. 

I admit that river water, or water in 
motion, contains less carbonic acid 
gas than spring water, or the waters of 
a torpid confined body, and that this is 
performed by the simple operation of 
aeration; but I muintain that the same 
effect actually applies to sewage water 
in transit through a sewer. The fric- 
tion caused by transit of sewage water 
(and the more rapid the transit, the 
more rapid the friction) liberates in a 
measure the carbonic acid gas, which 
the moment of its freedom scorns the 
company of the other elements of 
water, and ascends intothe air, or, 
into the vacuum of the sewer, as 
case May be. If it escapes rapidly 
the outer uir there is. no dag 
whereas, if it cannot so escape, it will 
continue to ascend and will become 
voluminous and deadly in the sewers, 
and at the upper ends of the tributar 
drains to the main sewers, until it 


- findsits way into our dwellings and 


sleeping apartments through the 
waste pipes, the soil pipes and the 
pervious traps. 

Withregard to the sewage matter in 
solution, or sewage matter in a solu- 
ble condition, it will be safe to infer 
that it would pass through the sewer 
to the ocean in about four or five 
hours, and in that short space of time 
the constituent parts of its animal ex- 
cretion or vegetable compounds would 
not materially decompose, and would 
be carried to the ocean in their original 
condition. This shows plainly that 
the carbonic acid gas in the sewer 


not emanate from the sewage 


anisms in transit, because, first, the 
stablished laws of chemistry compel 
fermentation of matter and disinte- 
gration of structures to accomplish 
the production of gases. 
under these foregone conditions, 
the soluble matter contained in 
the sewage water at the time it 
would enter the ocean, would be in a 
comparatively innocuous condition. 
Such being the case, and supposing 
that the specific vities of the sew- 
age matter and the saline water of 
ocean did ‘not differ, a 
ready assimilation would be. the con- 
flities are 
the surf bap 
to liberate the remainin 
bonic acid gas not liberated by re 
tion, and the falling of the beavis? or- 
ganisms would be purified in the den- 
sity of the salt water. But the actual 
state of affairs on the Thames, at 
Southampton and numerous other 
places, prove the contrary. They 
prove beyond question that the vd 
elements do not readily assimilate on 
account of their opposite gravities, 
hence the filthy banks of the channels 
and the beaches of the bays, and 
hence these nuisances that speak 
louder and more graphically than I 
can portray with pen and brain. 
Decomposition of animal and vege- 
table matter does not readily take place 
in ocean water. for do we not recognize 
the qualities of salt asa preservative, 
alike in flesh, fish, vegetables, etc.’ 
So that, if there were no tides to cast 
back upon the beach or banks of a 
channel, these soluble organisms, no 
bad smells would occur in the vicinity 
of an outfall sewer, no carbonic or sul- 
phuretted hydrogen gas would be 
generated after the two elements of 
water came in contact. 
The transition of soluble organic 
animal and vegetable matter as it 
comes is contact with the natural sul- 
phates and carbonicacid of the water 
readily sulphuretted hydro- 
gen gas. This and the carbonic acid 
gas ‘berated by friction in transit 
a the sewer naturally commin- 
gle and travel a ate upward to 
ts confined and enforced destination, 
80 that even while sulphuretted hydro- 
en gas, with its obnoxious efluvium, 
8 not dangerous, if is a sign of danger. 


Its effluvia explains at once the exist-

ence of sewer gas in the premises and 
compels a ventilation in one shape or 
another. And this is borne out by 
analyses which prove that all popular 
springs of sulphur water contain more 
sulphuretted hydrogen gas in propor- 
tion than does the foulest sewage of 
the London sewers.

ALMOST CONVERTED. 


The boodlers are gradually but surely 
being forced around to the position of 
THE Tres on the sewage question. 
Their organ, which only a few days 
ago referred to the utilization of sew- 
age as ‘‘sewer-farm nonsense,’’ yester- 
day admitted in reference to the propo- 
sition of R. S. Baker of the Laguna 
ranch, which we published, that “if 
Mr. Baker will put up a personal bond 
in a sufficient sum, it might not be a 
bad proposition.” 
Aha! That is quite a concession for 
you to. make, Messieurs Boodlers! It 
is, then, no longer “Ballona or noth- 
ing.’? You admit that one of the few 
offers already received from land 
owners south of the city “might not be 
a bad proposition.”’ 
As to the remark about a *‘personal | 
bond,” that is merely a detail, as is 
indeed the question of what particular 
tract or tracts of land are to receive 
the sewage, and what, if anything, is 
to be paid to the city therefor. As we 
have already remarked, there will be 
no lack of offers as soon as there is 
any use in making offers. At present, 
by the grace of the Council, the 
Ballona route exclusively is before the 
people. Once that is disposed of, and 
offers on a practicable route solicited, 
there will, we are convinced, be a great 
number of propositions sent in, of 
which those hitherto submitted are 
only the forerunners. People are not 
going to the trouble of preparing elab- 
orate plans until they know that there 
is a probability of their being utilized. 
Meantime, it is refreshing and encour- 
aging to the missionary department of 
this journal to know that its efforts in 
disseminating the truth have already 
been so telling on a misguided contem- 
porary as to lead it to confess that one 
of the few offers already made ‘‘might 
not be a bad proposition.” 
In the same article, the wavering 
boodle organ tries to cover its retreat 
by making a great fuss over the fact 
that none of the land-owners signing 
the propositions we published offer to 
pay the city anything.

cumstances. He characterized Judge 
lerry’s attack upen him as a cowardly 
outrage, and cited the circumstances at- 
tending it as showing that it was premed- 
itated, and intended to forc@ collision, 
during which he (Judge Field) would have 
been shot down. He said Judge Terry was 
regarded generally in the community as a 
dangerous man, and that the fact that he 
had threatened the lives of Judge Field and 
Judge Sawyer was widely known. Deputy 
Marshal Nagle’s action, he said, was in- 
dorsed as justifiable by the community. 
Although my brother was aware of his 
danger, I thiuk he hardly regarded Terry’s 
threats as seriously as did those who were 


better acquainted with the man. 
He would have been able 
to protect himself against an ordi- 


nary assault, and would have done s0, 
had the affair proceeded no ‘further, but all 
the circumstatices show that in his resent- 
ment of ‘Terry’s attack he would have been 
carrying out exactly the part assigned to 
him by the Terrys.” 

Gen. William T. Sherman made a call 
yesterday upon Cyrus W. Field and hada 
talk with him about the shooting of ex- 
Judge Terry.

VITICULTURAL. 


A Somewhat Stormy Session of the 
Convention. 
San FRANCISCO, Aug. 15.—[By the Asso- 


cultural Convention this afternoon Presi- 
dent Wetmore opened the discussion of the 
subject of remedies for the present de- 
pression in the wine trade of California by 
reading a lengthy paper referring to the re- 
cent critizisms of Prof. Hilgard of the 
University of California on wine-growers’ 
methods. In contravention of these criti- 
cisms, he propounded a series of questions 
as to the practical intelligence and 
ability of wine-makers and as to what ex- 
tent ocdinary wines of this State are equal 
to ordinary wines imported as average 
wines of the best wine countries, 
which questions he wished the Committee 
on Wines to consider and report on. 

A warm discussion followed the reading 
of the pe. Those preseht who thought 
Prof. Hilgard had been attacked were 
opposed to further consideration of the 
paper, but the motion to refer to the com- 
mittee was carried, whereupon Prof. Huss- 
man tendered his resignation as chairman 
of that committee. 

After sowe further discussion the diffi- 
culty was adjusted, and Edickman of Na 
made some remarks, saying that a steady 
market could be found in New York among 
the middle and lower classes for the 
cheaper wines if it was disposed 
of in quantities like beer. He 
thought that an association should 
be formed to advance the minimum price 
of the purchase money to wine-makers, and 
then handle the goods in the market and di- 
vide the profit with the original owners. 
The remedy for the existing depression was 
honest and intelligent codperatiou. 

Other speeches advi the drying of 
wine grapes and distillation of poor wine 
into brandy, and the convention then ad- 
journed.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


A Falling Off in Earnings So Far 
This Year. 

San Francisco, Aug. 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany has completed an approximate report 
of its earnings for the past six months, 
In that period the gross earnings 
were, in round numbers, $21,260,000, 
The net earnings were $6,024,000. The de- 
crease this year from the earnings of the 
first six months of last year is $806,000 in 
the gross and $1,268,000 in the net earnings. 

Speaking of this decrease, Secretary 
Lansing says: “The falling off in the 
gross earpings this year is due in a great 
measure to the cessation of travel and ship- 
ments into Southern California.” Lansing 
estimates the earnings of the next six 
months to be very large owing to the move- 
ment of the grain crops. y

AN UNUSUALLY QUIET AND UN-

The Brush Fire Near Garvanza—Its 
Ravages— Local Happenings —

PASADENA, Aug. 15.—[Correspond- 
ence of Tue Timzs.] A dense cloud 
of smoke in the vicinity of Garvanza 
at 2 o’clock this afternoon led many 
people in this city to believe the little 
town was rapidly being eaten by the 
fiery element.

IMPORTANT EVENTS RECALLED 
BY THE HISTORIAN. 


The Defeat of Baume—The Battle of 


Camden—Hull’s Disgraceful Sur- 
render of Detroit — Eugene 
 Aram's Fate and Expiation of 
His Crime. 


Falling short of provisions in Au- 


| gust, 1777, Gen. Burgoyne sent out an 


expedition from the Hudson, to pro- 
cure supplies, horses for his dragoons 
and raise a body of loyalist recruits 
Baume led 800 Ger- 


with Canadians and Indians, whe 
marched toward Bennington, Vt., 
where there was a _ considerable 
quantity of supplies defended by Col. 
Stark with a body of New Hampshire 
militia. Learning that Baume was at 
Hoosick, N. Y., Stark sent for War- 
ner’s shattered regiment, gathered the 
fugitives from the disaster at Hub- 
bardton, and prepared foraction. Tite 
15th was rainy, but the morning of 
the 16th of August dawned bright 
and clear and Stark hastened to attack 
Baume. The eneny wassurrounded and 
the Indians terrified on that account 
broke through the lines and fied to 
the woods, but the Hessians fought 
bravely for two hours, when their 
powder gave out and they attempted 
to break through the line at the point 
of the bayonet. lhe charge failed, 
Baume was killed the Hessians 
were captured. At t moment the 
jaded sent by Bur- 
age arrived and Stark was joined 
" some more men sent by Warner. 
he battle was instantly renewed, the 
= British cannon being turned 
n the newcomers under Brennan. 
1 e conflict lasted till sunset, when 
the enemy retreated, leaving all their 
artillery and wounded behind them. 
The British loss was 1000, of which 700 
were —? that of the Americans 
was 1 ‘ 
THE BATTLE OF CAMDEN. 
The disastrous battle of Camden, 8. 
C., was fought August 15, 1780. Some 
Delaware and Maryland troops had 
been sent south by Washington under 
Baron de Kalb. In North Carolina 
food supplies had to be obtained b oy 
impressment, as the troops proceed 
Two North Carolina regiments joined 
de Kalb and his slow march became a 
halt at Deep River, where he was 
overtaken by Gen. Horatio Gates, who 
superseded him in the command, 
Gates pressed forward to Canada, 
while Cornwallis intrusted the active 
command to Lord Rawdon. Seeing 
the peril of his lieutenant, however, 
Cornwallis hastened to his re- 
lief, reaching Claremont on Au- 
gust 14th, the same day 
that Gates arrived at Camden. It was 
here that Gates committed the fatal 


| blunder of not retreating, being con- 


fident of victory. He even neglected 
to send his baggage to the rear. Just, 


hill after crossing Sander Creek, t rn 
met the American vanguard. at 
2 o’clock in the morning of August 
16th. Both sides were surprised, and 
firing began at once. 
feil back on the Marylanders, and all 
would have fied pa for Porterfield’s 


veterans soon put to flight. The Mary- 
land regulars fought bravely till they 
were outflanked, when they also gave 
way. They were twice railied, but 
| the brunt of the battle at length fell 
on the right, led by De Kalb. They 
had almost won a victory, when some 
fresh troops dispatched by Cornwallis, 

turned the tide. The rout was com- 
plete, and Gates, who had made no 
provision for retreat, broke the record 
in his flight, traversing 200 miles in 
three days and a half. For miles the 

roads was covered with dead militia 
men killed by the Tories. Gates lost 
all his baggage and artillery, besides 


1000 killed, wounded and taken pris- 
oners. The British loss was less han 
500. 


THE SURRENDER OF DETROIT. 
It was on August 16, 1812, that Gen. 
William Hull consummated the dis- 
graceful surrender of Detroit, along 
with 2500 stand of small arms, 25 iron 
and eight brass pieces of ordnance, 40 
barrels of _ and an armed brig, 
the John Adams. One of the brass 
uns bore the inscription, “Taken at 
October 17, 1777.” Hull 
atter being paroled was tried and con- 
demned to be shot for cowardice, but 
was pardoned by the President. He 
afterward succeeded in vindicating 
himself. 
EUGENE ARAM’S FATE. 

Eugene Aram, celebrated for his 
learning, ability and tragic fate, was 
born in Yorkshire, England, in 1704, 
His love of learning was a passion, 
and he mastered the Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew, Arabic and Chaldee lan- 
guages. In 1758, some workmen dig- 
ging about a cave discovered a skele- 
ton, which was supposed to be that of 
Daniel Clark, who had disappeared in 
1744, and had not since been 
heard of. One Housman was the 
last seen in Clark’s company. 
He was _ accordingly arrested 
and on examination stated that the 
body was not that of Clark, but said. 
that Clark was. buried in another 
place which he named. Investigation 
soon implicated Eugene Aram, and it 
appeared that being in want of money, 
he, with Clark and others, agreed to 
borrow ail the valuables they could, as 
if for Clark’s wedding, then about to 
take place. To conceal the fraud 
Clark was afterward ‘“removed.”’ 
Aram conducted bis defense with com- 
summate ability, but was convicted and 
executed August 16, 1759.
